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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 9/22/2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The Applicant argues that the combination 
of Bickmore and Patil fail to teach automatically replacing each detected graphical element within the selected markup language source 
portion with one of a plurality of placeholders having labels corresponding to a set of buttons. Bickmore teaches alone automatically 
replacing each detected graphical element within the selected markup language source portion with each having placeholders, as 
originally cited in the Office action dated 7/26/2005. These placeholders are in the form of hyperlinks, which are traversed to through the 
use of a button as pointed out by the Applicant. Patil advantageously teaches assigning keys to buttons in the form of shortcuts, 
including 1,2,3,4, which would correspond to the buttons on a mobile device as taught in Bickmore. Since Bickmore is lacking the point 
and click method of navigating to hyperlinks it would be obvious to have combined keyboard shortcuts of Patil with the mobile device of 
Bickmore. Motivation would have still been to provide a convenient way of initiating a link besides the conventional point and click 
method. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 
347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have been obvious to an artisan to combine these two references because 
of the lack of point and click method in Bickmore..
